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JUDGE HILLYER’S CHARGE. 


Iie Calls Attention te Two Importan 
Subjects. 

In addressing the grand jury, yesterday 
morning, Judge Hillyer directed their at- 
tention to two subjects which have caused 
as wide-spread anxiety and apprehension in 
this community as any others we can call 
to mind. One of these was referred to in 
Tur Constitction yesterday morning un- 


der the suggestive head-line: “Our Native 
Ghouls.” The article in question was 


ABOUT GRAVE ROBBING, 


and in calling the attention of the grand 
jury to this crime Judge Hillyer said that 
there is a feeling of uneasiness throughout 
the comnninity as to the safety of the re- 
mains of the dead in our cemetery. He 
did not know to what extent this uneasi- 
ness prevailed, nor upon what sufficient 
grounds it was based, but that there 
does exist serious apprehensions in many 
minds concerning the safety of the bodies 
of the dead he knew to bea fact. This is 
a serious matter and one that ought to be 
investigated. If there is alack of security 
about the cemetery it should be made 
soand such steps should be taken as to 
make grave robbing as nearly an impossi- 
ble act as practicable. If the graves there 
are secure and there is only the most ordi- 
nary ground for fears of tuis kind the offi- 
cers in charge should haye the benefit of 
that announcement. This is a matter that 
comes home to the hearts of the people. It 
isa terrible thing to think of, that one’s 
dead are not safe from the touch of the 
cobber and thatthe sanctity of the grave 
can be violated with impunity. The thought 
is one that wrings the heart and distresses 
every principle of affection and reverence. 
It is a crime of despisable character and the 
grand jury should examine into the matter 
of its perpetration, or facility of perpetra- 
tion, in our midst. By their action they 
might reform whatever evil exists now ase 
if no more be necessary, at least give assu- 
rance and quiet to the public mind, If the 
grand jury should find that this feeling of 
uneasiness is unfounded it will calm it to 
make public-the want of foundation 
for such a fear. Ifthe jury thought proper 
they might appoint a committee of their 
body and specially delegate them to inquire 
upon this subject and make report ata fu- 
ture convention of the body. 


OUR PUBLIC BUILDINGS, 


There is another matter, said Judge Hillyer, 
to which he thought it proper to direct their 
inquiries. In agrowing city like this where 
churches, school-houses, public halls and 
th@aters are being reared, it sometimes hap- 
pens that they are not constructed upon 
principles of safety. It isa matter of vital 
importance that such buildings should be 
not only secure in their construction, but so 
adapted for safety and escape in emergencies 
as to satisfy public detieanet. It issomething 
to cause the prudent man to consider and 
trembie when he contemplates the possibil- 
itv in the community of those great calam- 
ities which from time to time horrify the 
country. He cited particularly the case of 
the fallen floor in the Richmond capitol, the 
fatal firein the Richmond theater at the be- 
ginning of this generation, wherein human 
lives were lost in such num ber, 
the later holocaust at the  Brook- 
lyn theater and the great fire 
of the Southern hotel at St. Louis. If we 
think of it we may discover the possibility 
of such a horror happening in this city 
in case of a sudden fire bursting forth in 
one of our crowded public halls, our large 
hotels, or, more terrible still, in one of our 
churches or school-houses, where three or 
four hundred of the children of our homes 
are gathered together. In a panic caused

New York, April 15.—Defense was begun 
to-day in the Hazen-Stanley case at the de- 
partment headquarters.

GENERAL RICHARD TAYLOR: 


An Interesting Skcteh of His Life. 

General Richard Taylor, of the late con- 
federate army; and only son of President 
Zachary Taylor, died of dropsy, on Satur- 
lay morning la®t, At th& resifenee of his 
friend, General 8S. L. M. Barlow, 11 New 
York city. There were present at his bed- 
side at the time of his death his s’ster, Mrs. 
Philip P: Daindtidge, of Winchester, Va., 
aiid the menibefs of Genetal Harlow’s fani- 
Richard Taylor was born in New Or- 
letns, January 26, 1826, He picked up 
fretich in. Lottisland #8 & other 
tongue. At Fort Snelling, in Minnesota, 
a niissionary caught him when six or seven 
years old, the only white boy in a school of 
lialf-breeds: As his father moved from post 
to post along thé ifotitler, from Baton 
Rouge to Jefferson barracks, and thén€¢ to 
Fort Snelling, he accompanied him until 
his nineteenth year, when his father sent 
limi to BdinBurgh, where he spent three 
years. Leaving Scotland he spent a@ ycar in 
Paris. Returning to America he received 
rivate tuitiun for two years from Mr. 
ttooks, of Lanedster; Mass,; and entered the 
innior class at Yace in 1843; He tas gradu- 
ated in 1845. He went directly from col- 
lege to his father’s camp on the Mexican 
frontier, and was attatdlifd to _ his 
person as a sort of military 
secretary or aid-de-camp. He was presenti 
at the battles of Palo Alto, Resaca de la 
alnit nd Monterey: At. the conclusion 
of the war le went toCanada and fngland, 
where he was received with great distinc- 
tion, Ile resided on a cotton plantation be- 
isnelfie to Ws father in Jefferson county, 
Miss, until 1249, wlien be ritoved tu 4 snear 
estate in the parish of St. Charles, about 
twenty miles above New Orleans, where he 
was living when the war broke out. In

shared inall his combats in that momentous 
struggle. For his success in the fieid he was 
promoted to the rank of major-gereral and 
assigned tothe command of Louisiana. Gen- 
era] Taylor's most. signal achievement dur- 
ing tlie Wat tas His Sefeat of General N. P. 
tanks, near Mansfield, De Seto parish, in 
May, 1864. With 10,000 men he attacked 
Bank’s federal army, said to be 40,000 
strong, and routed him, captured 22 guns 
and a Jarge number of prisoners, with bag- 
sage, mtinitlons of war, ete, In the sum- 
mer of 1864 General Taylor was promoted 
to the rank of lieutenant-general, the second 
#rade in the confederate army, and ordered 
lo the Gommaftid of the department of Alze 
bama and Mississippi. After Lee's sur- 
render at Appomattox and General J. E. 
Johnston’s capitulation nothing remained 
for General Taylor but to follow their ex- 
ample. For several years after the war 
Central Taylor resided in New Orleans, and 
the legislattifé of Loutsiana gave him 
charge of some important publi¢ works in 
thatstate. In 1873 he was induced to go 
abroad on business of importance, and pass- 
eda considerable time in England, where 
he made himselfa favorite. He was honor- 
ed with the election asa member of the 
Turf clubin 19738 and again in 1874. With 
the Prince of Wales he was onthe most 
cordial terms. Until within the last fort- 
night no immediate danger was positively 
apprended by his friends, and General Tay- 
lor was able to supervise the passage 
through the pressof a very striking and 
characteristi€é work on the history of the 
late civil war, entitled ‘Destruction and 
Reconstruction.”
